— The British cabinet held a special 
session this afternoon 
lo consider 
the 
American government’s 
note 
concerning the delay 
to American I deavor to extend their position along 


the military situation in Poland, in 
the light of recent developments is 
that a definite check has been ad ­ 
ministered to 
the Germans. 
The 
evacuation by the Germans of the 
village of 
Mi'strzewice, 
five miles 
north of Sochaczew, related official­ 
ly bv the war office is regarded by 
military 
critics 
here 
as “ ringing 
down the curtain on the third Ger­ 
man advance toward Warsaw.” 
At a tremendous loss to them­ 
selves the Germans had succeeded 
in establishing a foothold in Mis- 
trzewice, on the 
east bank of the 
Bzura river but 
their 
persistent 
sledge hammer attacks during the 
last three weeks failed to penetrate 
the Russian line before Warsaw. 
The Germans steadily threw rein­
